Since no one can see a gene the 
bent way to determine the breeding quality of an animal is to 
breed,it and see. what results you get. However, in race horses 
this takes too lon$ and, for many years, breeders have been 
using the next best method of judgment, i.a. by observing 
the horse on the track. This is sound enough practice because 
since horses are bred to run, it stands to reason that good 
fanners very probably have genetic qualities that make them 
®°.-^f nd th «y will transmit these qualities to their offspring. 
We i! go along with the Racing Class School of Thought 
(which is not startlingly new as some would have you believe) 
that far—but not one step farther. 

• We take exception to the idea that it’s foolish to breed 
a horse that has not demonstrated dass on the race track, 
v, heh you figure that genes are unchangeable, but racing class 
can be affected by environment, diet, training methods, the 
groom, the exercise .boy, sickness—and accident—isn’t it logi¬ 
cal that breeding should be planned with genetic quality as 
the prime consideration ? Racing class is only an indicator of 
genetic quality—not a necessary adjunct. There are other in¬ 
dicators cf genetic quality, the principal one being the breed¬ 
ing record of the ancestors of a given thoroughbred. 


The left-wing experts will tell you thal you’re running 
too big a chance by using any standard other than racing 
crass m making selections for breeding. Well, if you can pick 
up the tab on. say. Grecian Queen, when she comes off the 
track and have a season lined up to Citation, Tom Fool or 
Native Dancer just turn the page (and good hick to you). If, 
on the other hand, you want to really breed, not rminufacture 
a horse, at possibly longer odds but at less of a gamble be¬ 
cause the amount involved is so much less, then bear with u« 
a little longer.

. GRADE A: On the basis of the caliber of rac- 
J°8 it presented, the recent Bowie session might 
have been the best the Southern Maryland Agri¬ 
cultural Association ever has held. During the 
33-day term which closed on April 16, fans were 
tre ated to a smashing performance by Helio- 
Sc °pe in the Southern Maryland Handicap, a 
ttuly great race in the John B. Campbell Memo- 
r *al, and a glimpse of the unbeaten Boston Doge 
ln the Governor’s Gold Cup. 

Businesswise, the session was quite a success¬ 
ful venture, even if it failed to show an antici¬ 
pated $1,100,000 daily average mutuels handle. 
The mean betting pool rose to $1,017,495, which 
re presents a gain of six per cent when compared 
to the average of the combined spring and fall 
tueets last year. An average of 12,583 patrons 
turned out daily, for an attendance rise of 12 per 
Ce nt alongside combined 1954 figures. 

Bowie management experimented with a sin¬ 
gle uninterrupted meeting and almost doubled 
tts stakes program. Donald Lillis and his asso¬ 
ciates must have been pleased with the results. 
The weather was as cooperative as could have 
keen expected for such an early term. 

HORSES FOR COURSES: Mrs. Ethel D. Ja¬ 
cobs’ Joe Jones, a five-year-old gelded son of 
Stymie and Moon Maiden, kept alive a local 
^inning streak when he captured the 38th run- 
n *ng of the Bowie Handicap on April 2. Com¬ 
ing off the early pace of Ella K. Bryson s Abbe- 
*ac, he put that one away in the stretch to win 
ky two lengths, collecting first money of $19,650. 
He carried top weight of 120 pounds. Abbezac, 
Much held on for second, was the lightweight 
°f the field with 106. Dinner Winner and Royal 
Bay Gem garnered the minor awards. 

In previous appearances at Bowie, Joe Jones 
scored in the 1953 Fort McHenry Handicap, and 
last year was victorious in the inaugural run¬ 
ning of the John B. Campbell Handicap. A con¬ 
secutive Campbell double was his objective this 
spring, a feat which later was denied him. 

ONE TO REMEMBER: One would have to 
go back all the way to the Pimlico Special of 
1938 to find a more stirring race than the first 
renewal of the $75,000 added Campbell. Quality 
rather than quantity was featured, only four 
horses going postward. Most of the 46 other 
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nominees remained on the sidelines in deference 
to the quartet of power-packed acceptees. He l- 
oscope. Fisherman, Joe Jones, and Social Out¬ 
cast. Racing Secretary John Turner, Jr assigned 
Helioscope top weight of 130 pounds; Fisher¬ 
man and Social Outcast, 125 each, and Joe Jones, 
121. The aggregate record of the four showed 
earnings of over a million dollars and 27 stakes 
victories. 

Helioscope went right to the front and held 
the lead until Joe Jones joined him from the 
outside going into the far turn. At this point 
Fisherman and Social Outcast raced as one, just 
aft of the front-running pair. Turning for home 
Eddie Arcaro allowed Fisherman to drift out so 
that he could get around Joe Jones and Helio¬ 
scope. As Fisherman went out, Social Outcast 
slipped through inside him and pulled abreast 
of the field. In the early stretch, the four raced 
head and head, continuing this way for a six¬ 
teenth of a mile or more. By this time Helio¬ 
scope began to sag under his impost and early 
efforts, and Joe Jones poked his head in front 
momentarily. On the outside Fisherman and So¬ 
cial Outcast went at it hammer and tongs, with 
the former getting slightly the better of it. A few 
jumps from the wire Social Outcast dug in, and 
calling on all the energy at his command, drove 
to the front. The finish photo showed the Van¬ 
derbilt gelding to be a long nose to the fore of 
the courageous Fisherman. There was a gap of 
two and three-quarter lengths back to Helio¬ 
scope. Joe Jones was only a head farther back. 
A blanket would have covered all four. 

The victory was a great one for a thoroughly 
game horse, and a testimonial to Maryland breed¬ 
ing. Social Outcast was bred, raised and broken 
at Sagamore Farm. The Shut Out-Pansy, by 
* Sickle, gelding has performed admirably as a 
substitute for Native Dancer. Following the 
Campbell, Trainer Bill Winfrey started him next 
in the $50,000 Lincoln Special, which he won in 
stride. He now has won 14 of 38 starts, earn¬ 
ing $397,800—all this on a "second-hand” knee. 

AUSPICIOUS BEGINNING: The Bowie 
Breeders’ Stakes, shortened from a mile and a 
sixteenth to four and a half furlongs for its ninth 
running, marked the first start, first win and first 
stakes victory for Ella K. Bryson’s Easy Sweep.

’ Heliopolis was third. barely edging out Joe Jones. Guerin rode Social Outcast 


The winner is a brown daughter of High Lea, 
from the Easy Mon mare, Wimauma. She is 
trained by C. H. Purcell. To make her debut all 
the more notable she stepped off the distance in 
:52 1/5 which represents a new course record 
for Bowie. She was bred by her owner’s husband, 
G. Ray Bryson, at Elray Farm, Kingsville. 

Justin Funkhouser’s favored Cubed Ice was

355,856.66. Mr. Bryson also collected $450 as an 
award for breeding the winner. W. Kendrick’s 
King Challa, and the other half of the Funk- 
hauser entry, All Impulse, finished third and 
fourth, respectively. The winner carried 106 
pounds, including one pound overweight. Jockey 
Con Errico had the mount. 

Easy Sweep is the first two-year-old winner 
this year for her sire. Last season High Lea had 
16 winners out of 32 races and $67,428 in first 
monies. His son, Kinda Smart, has placed in 
stakes this season. 

ADD NUMBER TEN: The final attraction 
of the Bowie meeting was the $30,000 Gov¬ 
ernor’s Gold Cup at six furlongs. In previous 
years this same gilded goblet had served as the 
perpetual trophy in the Maryland Gold Cup, and 
later in the Bowie Endurance Gold Cup. 

Paul Andolino’s sensational Boston Doge 
used the race to extend his unbeaten skein to ten 
victories. Packing top weight of 124 pounds the 
2-to-5 favorite tolerated Westward Ho’s pace 
to the stretch, turned on a brief burst of speed 
to gain a two-and-one-half-Iength advantage, and 
then just coasted home. For the colt’s 1:103/5 
journey, Owner Andolino was rewarded with 
$23,500, making it the most remunerative vic¬ 
tory in Boston Doge’s unblemished career. E. 
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Constantin, Jr.’s Amber’s Folly was in his fa* 
miliar runner-up spot at the end of the Gold 
Cup, while Breckinridge Long’s Westward 
stayed long enough to claim third money. 

ON TO LAUREL: The Capitol Handicap at 
six furlongs, Laurel’s traditional opening day 
feature, attracted a banner field of 12 starters- 
The winner was S. D. Gottlieb’s First Served, 
a Maryland-bred son of Discovery-Buffet SuppcL 
by Pilate. The four-year-old was claimed fro# 1 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt for $10,000 at Tropical 
Park in December. Since then he has won three 
races, including the Capitol. 

Jockey Anthony DeSpirito brought him up off 
the early pace of Kinda Smart, and then outfits 
ished I Appeal in the drive. The winner’s margin 
was a neck.

A VACATION IS supposed to return a fellow 
to work bubbling over with eagerness and 
dripping with brilliant ideas to punch into a 
typewriter; but it doesn’t work that way for me. 

Looking at the typewriter, what comes to mind 
ri the black bass at Coinjock, and friend¬ 
ly North Carolinians who always seemed to be 
°n hand to put my boat back on the trailer. I 
am convinced that the hand of man never has 
invented a small-boat loader that compares in 
e fficiency with four fine Christian gentlemen. 

The funny part of it is that down there you 
think about horses. 

Standing on the bottom of Hatteras Island 
With 150 feet of line out in the surf, waiting 
for a channel bass (that didn’t come) I thought 
about Fisherman. And it wasn’t just a coinci¬ 
dence. I though about his Belmont, when he 
tan the gamest race on record, putting away 
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the boys and almost lasting to beat the man 
High Gun. I thought about his Washington 
D. C., International, when he gave the home 
fans something to cheer about—finally, and I 
remembered his Travers, when he looked so 
pathetically small going out, and so gosh-darned 
big coming back. 

Looking out at the ocean near Buxton, where 
the Atlantic yielded up a shark and a few blow- 
fish, I thought about Social Outcast, and was 
sorry I’d missed his great performance in the 
Campbell Memorial, and that I wasn t there to 
enjoy the glow of fatherly pride that exudes from 
Sagamore’s farm manager, Ralph Kercheval, 
when one of his babies gives the right answer. 

Trolling through Roanoke Sound I thought 
of Helioscope and the race he ran at Atlantic 
City the day I went up to Crash Dive win (but 
he didn’t). And I remembered the Pimlico Spe¬ 
cial, on that dismal afternoon, when the Helis 
horse splashed home by a country mile and had 
people jumping up and down and saying here 
was the Horse of the Year. But the polls had 
closed. 

Driving down the long flat road on Pea Is¬ 
land, where you have to decelerate to allow the 
Canada geese to walk past, Native Dancer came 
to mind—his Preakness, when the gent next to 
me nearly jumped off the roof because he 
thought Jamie K. was going to catch him, and 
I said, "No he won’t; look at his ears. The 
Dancer’s were flat against his head and he was 
giving only so much ground. The Derby too, 
whisked past in memory—that great day of 
tragedy for all lovers of the Vanderbilt gray 
when some cautious souls suggested that a 
wager to place would be wise. And the N.D. 
partisans voted, "No, if he loses we want to 
feel bad.’’ 

They did. 

In a cypress swamp, where deep black water 
slapped against the "knees of borning trees, 
I decided to think about the Maryland Hunt Cup, 
but the bass started hitting, and if you ve worked 
those cork bugs on a fly rod, you know that you ve 
got to concentrate on what you re doing. 

I’ll think about the Maryland Hunt when 1 
go on my fall vacation, if those bass will mind 
their own business.

Behind her were 
such good fillies as Minnie Moocher, Two Stars, 
Menolene (recently bought at auction in Florida 
for $75,000), Inflame, etc. Sometime Thing 
picked up a purse of $24,250, bringing her total 
earnings up tc $37,100 for the season. 

This Maryland conceived and foaled filly j uS ' 
tified Mr. Burch’s very high opinion of her and 
is expected by the experts to cop a few more of 
the big ones for the distaff side.

and came down when making a bid for the lead. 
As the race was run, and barring a fall, nothing 
ever looked like catching Quare Times in the 
final half-mile.

(fifth) and Gentle Moya (sixth) plodded on 
courageously in what was a hopeless pursuit. The 
most spectacular fall was at Bechers when Ro¬ 
man Fire, going well, crashed into the prostrate 
E.S.B. By a miracle, it seemed, neither horses nor 
riders were injured. 

Mrs. Wellman, who owns Quare Times, is 
from Mullingar, County Westmeath, where she 
is a hunting and chasing enthusiast, and runs 
a successful stud farm. She purchased Quare 
Times from Phil Sweeney of Thurles, when the 
animal was a yearling, for 300 guineas. The 
horse was gelded, sent to trainer O’Brien when 
three years old, and given ample time to mature. 
His biggest previous success was in the National 
Hunt ’Chase, popularly known as the Amateur 
Riders’ Grand National, at Cheltenham in 1954. 

He was Mrs. Wellman’s first National runner, 
and her elation at victory did not prevent her 
from paying a gracious tribute to the young boy,

The 1955 Maryland harness racing season 
comes rushing in at Rosecroft Raceway on Fri¬ 
day, May 6, on the tide of soaring attendance 
and wagering increases. 

Aside from economic considerations, the 
array of top-flight trotting and pacing talent on 
tap this year gives promise of a season equally 
outstanding from a racing standpoint. 

A panel of the sport’s prominent owners and 
trainers, eager to get in on the crystal gazing, 
has selected the trotter Kimberly Kid and the 
pacer Adios Boy as the "horse to beat" in their 
respective gaits in the big-time competition. 
All the performers expected to make this year’s 
harness racing headlines, including Kimberly 
Kid and Adios Boy, are heavily staked on the 
Maryland circuit. 

Others among the first five in the voting for 
the hottest free-for-all prospects of the season— 
the trotters Katie Key, Jamie, Sharp Note and 
Lord Steward, and pacers Hillsota, Torrid and 
Chuck Volo—also are staked in the Free State. 

All are expected to make their first starts of 
the season at Rosecroft, and continue along the 
circuit. 

ROSECROFT LEADS OFF—For the past 
several weeks Rosecroft has been the arrival 
point for scores of the sports best-known stables, 
and enough horses arrived well in advance of the 
meet to permit staging several non-wagering 
preview racing cards, which were well received 
by horsemen and area fans alike. 

With many new changes in the official staff, 
Rosecroft is looking toward a smoother and 
more efficient operation.

The Hunt Meetings 

By Anne Christmas 

It is "horses for courses” in the timber game 
as well as on the flat, and Mrs. William J. Straw- 
bridges * Land’s Corner made it clear that the 
My Lady’s Manor Point-to-Point is the course 
for him, as he won the 3-mile steeplechase on 
April 16 for the second consecutive year. 

This trip, * Land’s Corner earned his silver 
and his glory in 6:16, somewhat slower than the 
track record of 6:14.1 which he set in the same 
race last year. A head behind Mrs. Strawbridge’s 
Irish import in this 44th running was John K. 
Shaw, Jr.’s Highest Award, which until recent j 
months earned his oats in the role of "hunting 
hunter” and never had attempted racing between 
the flags. 

Benjamin H. "Laddie” Murray rode Land’s 
Corner, and America’s leading timber rider, 
Mike Smithwick, was on the Shaw entry. High¬ 
est Award cut out all of the early pace, followed 
much of the way by Mrs. B. H. Griswold’s Old 
Fashioned, with E. H. "Tiger” Bennett up. 

On the far turn of the course, it was Highest 
Award by 6 lengths, when * Land’s Corner made 
his move. The canny old Irishman opened up 
several lengths on the field, winging along easi¬ 
ly, when he apparently discovered that he was 
on the front end and seemed to take himself 
back, despite Laddie Murray’s best efforts to 
keep him hustling. To the wire, Highest Award 
had closed up some of the distance but still 
wasn’t able to get his nose in front of his Penn¬ 
sylvania rival’s. 

Janon Fisher, Jr.’s Sohrab was in third place, 
beaten 5 lengths. Old Fashioned was fourth, fob 
lowed by High J. O’Donovan’s Lancrel, P‘ lU ^ 
Vipond’s Friese and Redmond C. Stewart s Six 
Hundred. Only starter in the eight-horse field 
which failed to finish was Lawrence T. Boyle s 
Irish S. B., which stopped at the eighth jump. 

* Land’s Corner, now 11 years old, was 
brought to this country as a 4-year-old in a ship* 
ment of prospective brush horses by David Dal¬ 
las Odell, a steeplechase trainer from Pennsyl' 
vania. Mrs. Strawbridge purchased him and p uC 
him in training over brush, but with a note¬ 
worthy lack of success. She found that her new 
pet, a brown horse trimmed intriguingly with 
white splotches here and there, was allergic t0 
Liverpool jumps, and also bitterly resented be¬ 
ing trained at all. He was sour, he wouldn’t eaL 
he trembled violently at the thought of going 
into a paddock. 

Friends sympathized and advised Mrs. Straw'' 
bridge to get rid of him. But, with typical f elT1 
inine perseverance, she grew more determine 
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to keep her equine psychiatric problem, and 
turned him over to Mrs. John West, of Malvern, 
Pa., to hunt. 

* Land’s Corner still had an appetite that left 
much to be desired, but after considerable ex¬ 
perimenting, Mrs. West found that he would 
clean up his feed tub beautifully if he was given 
his only meal at 11 p.m. A more rational 6 p.m. 
wouldn’t do; Land’s Corner merely stood and 
glared at his rations all night. 

He did take to foxhunting, however, and final¬ 
ly Mrs. Strawbridge and Mrs. West decided to 
enter him in a ladies’ cross-country race nearby 
a t Unionville. * Land’s Corner won it, and thus 
began his career as a timber horse. He still ex¬ 
pected such small favors as ground-up apples in 
his feed, but he condescended to dine at more 
reasonable hours and has settled down consid¬ 
erably in the past three years. 

Because he still has a few nervous quirks, 
however, the old horse is campaigned lightly, 
even for a timber horse whose annual oppor¬ 
tunities for running are few. He is not sent post¬ 
card on two successive Saturdays; his training 
Program in the past has been to run at My Lady’s 
^anor, then skip the Grand National Point-to- 
Point on the following week in preparation for 
the Maryland Hunt Cup, in which he has placed 
second the past two years. 

The secondary feature on the My Lady’s Man- 
0r card was the John Rush Streett Memorial, 
mr horses which have not won two races over 
timber. Winner was another Irish import, Mrs. 
JT Robertson Fenwick’s Borobash, ridden by 
Prank A. Bonsai, Jr. 

Borobash was one of two horses imported 
three years ago by the Fenwick’s; he was an un¬ 
broken 4-year-old when Mrs. Fenwick started 
Corking on him. She has hunted him with the 
^reen Spring Valley Hunt, of which her hus¬ 
band is MFH, and she herself is honorary whip- 
l*r-in. Borobash has been to the post four times, 
Mostly in old fashioned point-to-points, and this 
his third victory. 

Second behind the Fenwick entry was Dr. 
J°seph M. Rogers’ Star Salome, which had 
dropped far out of the running at one point 
an d then came on again to place over T. Court- 
ena V Jenkins’ Shoal, and F. P. Sears’ Good Ship 
* a s fourth. 

, The day for the Manor race was an unbelieva- 
one for April—the sort you always dream 
a bout for point-to-pointing, but seldom get.

ing to the timber racing wars this season after 
a two-year absence, made his second start of 
’55 a winning one as he captured the Grand 
National Point-to-Point on April 23 near But¬ 
ler, Md. 

Rayquick fenced in the same powerful form 
that earned him the Virginia Gold Cup in 1953, 
when he retired the challenge trophy for his 
Middleburg, Va. owner. He was ridden in the 
"little” Grand National by Grover Stephens, of 
Warrenton, Va., who saw the Greer entry for the 
first time a week earlier when the pair came in 
third at the Middleburg hunt meet. 

The official charts gave Rayquick a two-length 
lead over the second horse, Stuart S. Janney’s 
Philstar, with young Frank A. Bonsai, Jr. up, but 
hundreds of spectators—including Greer and 
the riders themselves—thought the margin of 
victory was much closer. Greer, in fact, saum 
tered to the finish line at a leisurely gait, con¬ 
vinced that his French-bred horse had come in 
second. 


John K. Shaw, Jr.’s Highest Award, a pre-race 
favorite on the basis of his excellent showing 
in the My Lady’s Manor race seven days before, 
set the pace but was a tired horse heading into 
the last fence, and wound up third. His rider was 
Mike Smith wick. 

Incidentally it was Smithwick who was re- 
sponsible for Greer’s having Rayquick. The 
young Maryland rider spotted the horse three 
years ago, among a shipment of French horses, 
and recommended him to Greer as a possibility 
for retiring the Virginia Gold Cup. At that point 
Greer had two legs on the trophy, won with h ,s 
old horse, Gold Un. 

Greer followed Smithwick’s advice, bougie 
Rayquick and left him at the Smithwick barn at 
Hyde, Md., to be trained for the Gold Cup. F u ^' 
filling promises far more adequately than most 
horses, Rayquick obligingly won the Gold Cup 
—with Smithwick up. 

A field of 10 faced the starter in the Grand 
National, and 5,000 spectators were able to s ee 
unusually topnotch jumping over the three-md e 
course. Rayquick’s time was 6:11.3, against P* ne 
Pep’s track record of 6:10.3 set in 1952. Thr ee 
failed to finish—Charles Cann’s Gallant ShT 
fell at the sixteenth; Mrs. C. Paul Denckla 5 
Ned’s Flying cut a flag at the second; and Cy fllS 
Manierre’s Uncle Pierre ran out at the fifth- 

Mrs. John B. Hannum Ill’s Cherte won th*
